Year-Round Grazing For Beef Cattle 


Nematode Damages Turf

 & HAVE no doubt heard a lot 
about year round grazing in Flor 
ida, but you are exceptional if you have 
attained it on your ranch 

D. W. Jones and Drs. E. M. Hodges 
and W. G. Kirk, of the Range Cattle 
Experiment Station at Ona, point out 
that cattle on native range here usually 
have good grazing in the spring and 
often in the summer, but that forage is 
usualy poor in quality ind low in 
quantity in fall and winter 


With breeding herds, this means 
large weight losses, high mortality and 
a low calf crop. The scientists point 
out that ranchers need a more uniform 
supply ot high forage throughout the 
year if they are to reduce these losses 


in cattle produc tion 


Tests at Ona have shown that a 
system of management using native 
and improved pastures can successfully 
produce this needed forage. The com 
bination cuts the crea ge needs per 
COW as compared with native range 
feed of higher 
quality This added feed materially 


alone. It also provide 


reduces weight losses and deaths in the 


herd, and increases produc tion 


lo set up such a system, study the 
forage requirements of your cattle for 
the whole year and also determine the 
capacity of your pastures to produce 
Remember—if your cattle need more 
feed than your pastures ire now grow 
ing, you can do only one of three 
things: you can step up production of 
pasture, provide supplement il feed, or 
cut cattle numbers. Each pasture 
cattle unit is a separate problem. and

NEMATODES CAUSE 
DAMAGE TO TURF 


Recently scientists have begun to 
realize that some of the damage to turf 
grasses in Florida that many peopl 
have attributed to chinch bugs, lacl 
of fertilizer, or unfavorable soil con 
ditions may actually be caused by 


nematodes. 


Dr. J. R. Christie of the Florida 
Stations says nematode injury to turf 
grasses in this state is not a single prob 
lem involving only one or even a Tew 

species of the parasites He says 
nearly every root-injurying nemat rer 
known in Florida has been found at 
one time or another to be associated 
with injury to lawn gra roots 

Dr. Christie also points out that 


there appear to be seasonal iriation 
in the abundance of the different pe 
cies of nematode He collected and 
examined 60 turf samples from all 
parts of the state He found sting 
nematodes present in 36 samples, num 


erous in 18; crown-headed lance nema 


todes present in 27 samples, numerou 
in 13; ring nematodes present in 20 
samples, numerous in 4; and severa 
other species either present or num 


erous in many of the sampk 


In view of these observation Dr 


( hristie believes the ting nematode

A citrus tree has two major differ 
entiating parts, a root system and a 


shoot system The tw 


» are equally 
essential and, contrary to general 
belief, equally extensive. The former 
buries itself in the darkness of the soil, 
but the latter rises into the light and 
constitutes the portion of the plant 
ordinarily seen. 

This differentiation in growth 
behavior doubtless accounts for our 
knowing so little about roots ind the 
important part they play in grove per 


formance 


First to emerge trom the seed coat, 
they continue downward some days 
before the shoot appears, forming 
inchorage and laying the foundation 
for the superstructure of the trees. 
Even before the shoot reaches the stage 
where well-formed leaves may be seen, 
root hairs grow and the roots begin 
their vita function of absorbing 
nutrients Their subsequent condition 
becomes a true index of the vitality of 
the tree. The fact that the young 
vedling is budded or gr ifted does not 
alter the general growth habit of 
either roots or top. 

Cramped Roots Check Top 

If the roots become crowded by 
physical obstruction such as hardpan 
or the roots of other plants, the top 15 
checked in growth and weakened. If 
they become diseased or infected with 
insect pests, the growth, yield, and 
very life of the tree is jeopardized. On 
the other hand, when their require 
ments in the way of food, moisture, 
areation and physical environment are 
met, this is reflected in favorable 


response of all the above-ground parts 


The Biblical expression \s a twig 
is bent so the tree will be inclined” 
might well be paraphrased to read, 
“As the roots of a tree function so 
will the trunk, branch: ind fruit” 

The observance that citrus trees 
have more than one period of lush top 
growth during the year, led the writer 
to a study of the root system in rela 
tion to top behavior. As a preliminary 
step, determination was made of the 
relative location and quantity of the 
roots at different depths ind under 


various field conditions 


A series of examinations by dig 
ging and screening) revealed that 
roots are distributed mainly according 
to the character and cultural treat 


ment of the soil. 


On land having tight subsoils prac 
tically no roots were found below the

Where groves have been well cared 
for, more than 50% of the roots were 
located within 18 inches of the sus 
face (the area of highest fertility and 
areation) and top growth was thrifty; 
but where the groves were indiffer 
ently handled, most of the roots were 
at a lower level (the area of least fer 
tility and areation) and top growth 


was in poor condition 


Our biggest problem was to devise 
a means of observing the actual 
growth of the roots under as nearly as 
pos ible normal condition The p! in 
decided upon was that of growing 
trees in large containers provided with 
glass fronts and tightly fitting door: 
to exclude the light 


Making the Root Study 

[wo types of containers were used 
3-foot square wooden boxes and 6 
foot square cement tan} built into 
a hillside. To further simulate natural 
conditions, large holes were made 
beside individual trees in the grove and 
4 x 6-foot pane of plate glass installed 
in such a position that the roots would 
move easily along the inside surface 

Day to day observance of the roots 
behind the glass, together with a view 
ot the tops, through five yearly 
growth cycles, furnished a complet 
picture of the relative growth behav 
ior of the two parts o the tree Ot 


outstanding significan the dis 


covery that the roots did not grow 
continuously nor at a uniform rate 


but that they had distinct growth and 


rest periods, Coinciding with this 
observance was the further striking 
finding that these stages of root 
growth and inactivity alternated di 
rectly with the growth and rest stage 


of the top. 


It should be stated at this point 
that these experiments were conduc ted 
in one of the large citrus sections of 
Arizona (partly in the writer’s grove 
where the climate, except for low 
rainfall and humidity, is similar to 
that of the citrus districts of Florid 


Specihic ally, seasonal root growth 


started in early April ind continued 
until the middle of May, followed | 
ibout eight weeks of dormancy. TI 


second growth period which began in 
early July and ended in early August 
was succeeded by a rest stage of about 
seven weeks The third and | 

growth period started near the mid 


dle of September and continued until 
the last of October. Thereafter, ther 
was no further root elongation untl 
April of the next year. While all 
roots of a particular tree did not hav 
the same rhythm of growth, takin 
the root system as a whok there 
decided regularity in the time of start 


ng and of stopping growth

© ign WATERMELON INDUSTRY has in 
recent years reached a gross in- 
come of 45 million dollars. It is a 
crop having wide distribution and a 
product everyone. 
The industry can improve its entire 
economy by having each group from 
farmer to consumer see that water- 
melons of quality reach the consumer 
in good condition. These groups 
especially involve the plant breeder, 
the seedsman, farmer, shipper, re- 
ceiver, transportation company and 
distributor.

Varieties must be produced that will 
be acceptable and that will withstand 
ordinary transportation. Being a per- 
ishable, this crop must be considered 
in the light of protecting it from bruis- 
ing, cracking of the rind, and other 
such injury that will reduce the value 
at the market place. 


Before 1950 the majority of com 
mercial watermelons were of the Can- 
non Ball type. With the development 
of the Congo, which is largely anthrac- 
nose resistant, and the Charleston Gray 
with both anthracnose and wilt resist 
ant qualities, producers have greatly 
increased plantings of these long type 
watermelons and to the extent that an 
estimated 40 per cent of all commer 
cial melons in the Southeast last year 
were long type varieties. 


Unless our plant breeders give us 
melons of the Cannon Ball type hav 
ing these same disease resistant quali 
ties, we will see still further inc reased 
plantings of long type melons 


Soft at Blossom End

Florida in the Pulpwood Picture 


State’s Production in Past Year Was 1,675,000 


Last year the pulpwood production 
in Florida was 1,675,000 cords. Most 
productive state was Georgia which 
produced 2,879,000 cords of 18 per 
cent of the South’s cut. Mississippi 
and Alabama got out a few hundred 
cords more than Florida. 


Florida's pulpwood mills are located 
in the extreme northeast and in the 
western parts of the state, 

In production, the five leading 
Florida counties were: Marion, 78,043 
cords; Nassau, 74,529 cords; Alachua, 
65,219; Clay, 69,244 and Hamilton, 
62,899. 

The nine pulpwood companies draw - 
ing their material from the Florida 
region are: Armstrong Cork Co., 
Pensacola; Container Corp. of Amer- 
ica, and Rayonier, Inc., Fernandina; 
Hudson Pulp & Paper Corp., Palatka; 
International Paper Corp., Panama 
City; National Container Corp., Jack- 
sonville; St. Joe Paper Co., Port St.

HE ONE VEGETABLE most evasive to promo 

tion by Florida agriculture today is the 

Dasheen, a potato-like tuber which has the 
nutty flavor of the chestnut 

The majority of truck farmers and home 
gardeners have never heard of it, yet it is a proht 
able specialty in the food industry and is grown 
quite extensively in parts of Nassau County, North 
east Florida, for the Latin American and Oriental 
trade in New York City and a few communities 
elsewhere. 

The Dasheen has been raised in experimental 
plots at the West Central Florida Field 
Station near Brooksville, but never 
at the Potato Investigations Labora- 
tory in Hastings, although suitable 
seed is being sought for trials there 

So far as FLoripaA GROWER AND 
RANCHER has been able to learn after 
three months of inquiry, no farm 
supply house in the state offers

Certain Florida retail neighborhood 
stores, particularly in West Tampa 
and Ybor City sell some types of the 
vegetable which is known to the trade 


as the Malanga. 


Parent Root Called ‘“‘Mammy” 


Like the banana plant, the parent 
root of the Dasheen 1s designated as 
the corm, often colloquially called 
“mammy.” While the corm can be 
cooked and eaten, the cormels or 
lateral clumps are the item most called for by the 
trade. 


A compact mass of corms and their tightly 
clinging clusters of cormels—all individually 
generally ovoid in shape sometimes weighs up 
to 30 pounds. The contour of the tubers may 
vary with the breed of the plant and the length 
of the season to maturity 


The Dasheen skin is encircled with narrow 
bands more or less sc aly, pitted and pimpled, and 
somewhat parallel. Harvested by hand labor with 
mattock or shovel, or by a tractor pulling a plow, 
a clump of corms and cormels makes one think 
of a sow nursing a busy litter of hungry little 
pigs, minus the physical activity and the noise 


Commercial production of the vegetabl in 
Florida is very strictly limited to Nassau County 
ind is centered around Callahan and Hilliard. As 
far as can be ascertained only three farmers are 
principally engaged in growing the dasheen in 
the area They sell through i single broker who 
deals chiefly with the markets in New York and 
a few other Northern cities where the West 
Indian ind Oriental population is increasing 
rapidly 





CHESTNUT FLAVOR 


When properly grown and cooked the flesh 
of the larger Trinidad dasheen corm is meal 
somewhat dry, chestnut flavored, and may be 
cream colored, grayish or violet, although 
white when dug. 

The tubers or cormlets are slightly mor¢ 
moist when cooked, lighter in shade and of

As a commercial crop in the continental United 
States, the vegetable is limited pri 
marily to lands that lie on the Coastal 
Plain from South Carolina to Eastern 
Texas. It can also be grown in some 
parts of Lower California, 


Zone of Possible Growth 


Soils such as those of the Florida 
hammock lands are especially suited 
to the dasheen—rich, sandy loam 
underlain with clay. When properly 
drained, some types of muck land in 
the Everglades have been found to 
yield crops of the tuber of fair to 
good quality. Flourishing production 
comes the first year on new ground; 
and lime is not necessary although it 
does increase the harvest 


The dasheen is a tall tropical plane 
with foliage resembling elephant’: 
ear. It is a variety of the taro, a basic 
food of the Orient for over 2,000 
years, and is now widely grown in 
warm parts of the Old World, and 
particularly on the islands of the Pacific. 

In the American tropics the dasheen is lieth 
used outside of the West Indies. The preferred 
type is the Trinidad, brought to the Continental 
United States in 1905 from Puerto Rico, 

Field trials were first made in Central Florida 
ind in the vicinity of Charleston South Carolina 
in 1908-09. That the tropical crop may be grown 
in the southern United States and in the Deep 
South with some success was determined in 1915 

Between 1914 and 1919 extensive importation 
were being made to American cities where there 
were heavy concentrations of Latin and Oriental 
residents. The veget ible was shipped in from China 
the Azores, Cuba and the Dominican Republi: 
he first three in order were the heaviest exporters 

In 1952 the ban on trade with Communist China 
wiped out that source. But immediately increased 
production elsewhere balanced the loss, and ( uba 
it once doubled her shipments. At present the 
tuber is brought into this country from Cuba 
Japan, Formosa, Malta and the island of ¢ ypres

Dasheen Flour 


Dasheen corms can be ground int 
flour which serves many uses, such 
as soups and gruels; or combined with 
weat or rye flour in pancakes, crullers 
biscuits and bread. Attempts to pro 
duce dasheen flour for commerce have 
been made but the difficulty is that 
the mill was too far from the sourc: 
of the tubers to make production 
economical.

cess been found to make starch. This

ments to fiind if fish body oil—a by- 
product of the fish meal industry— 
could be used for a limited time and in 
limited quantities in a broiler ration 
without giving the meat produced a 
fishy odor and taste. In the first test, 
chicks were fed 2 and 4 percent of the 
ration as fish body oil. Half got this 
for 10 weeks, while the other half was 
not fed fish oil after eight weeks. In 
the second test, Dr. Driggers fed 
chicks 2 and 1 percent of their rations 
as fish oil for 10 weeks. 

He concludes that the birds 
receiving 4 per cent of the oil for 
10 weeks had a strong fishy flavor, and 
would not be acceptable on most mar- 
kets. Those fed 2 percent for 10 weeks 
and those getting 4 percent for eight 
weeks had a postive fishy odor and 
flavor, and probably would not be ac- 
ceptable as market broilers. 


However, birds getting 2 percent 
oil for eight weeks had only a mild 
fishy flavor and would probably be 
suitable for some less-discriminating 
markets. This same thing would apply 
to the chicks in the second test that 
were fed 1 percent oil for 10 weeks. 
The chicks which got '% percent oil 
for 10 weeks had—in some cases—a 
trace of fishy odor and flavor. But 
Dr. Driggers says these birds would 


probably be acceptable on most 
markets. 
RAINFALL AND PARATHION 


EFFECTIVENESS 

When applying parathion to their 
groves for purple scale control, citrus 
growers often find the applications are 
followed in a few hours by rain. 
Should you as a grove owner then 
repeat the application or will it effec 
tively control scale? 


To answer this question, Dr. Roger 
B. Johnson, and C. R. Stearns, Jr., of 
the Citrus Experiment Station made 
three experiments. Orange trees were 
sprayed with parathion, then washed 
with water at various intervals, The 
scientists determined how much para- 
thion was removed in washing by 
analyzing the residue just after spray 
ing and again after washing. They also 
estimated purple scale populations 
before applying the parathion, and 
again one month later. 


The outstanding variable factor in 
the experiments was not the amount 
of parathion removed by washing but 
the size of the original parathion 
deposit. This varied from a high of 
0.72 micrograms per square centimeter 
of leaf surface in the first test to 0.407 
in the third test, and a low of 0.106 in 
the second test. 


Johnson and Stearns note that where 
initial deposits of parathion were high 
of intermediate, washing within one 
hour or more after spray application 
had little effect on scale control: But 
where the initial deposits were low, 
removal of the parathion within two 
hours resulted in significantly less 
control of purple scale. 


The scientists conclude that—on 
the basis of these facts—rainfall one 
or more hours after spraying with 
parathion would have little effect on 
purple scale control if a thorough cov- 
erage of spray had been applied.

Canned sweet potatoes 


By Ropert A. NAnz

§ dow APPEAL OF sweet potatoes, 
canned and ready to heat and 
serve, is greatly increasing the demand 
Canned sweet potatoes eliminate select 
ing, cleaning and peeling the fresh 
vegetables. This makes them easier 
They are uniform in texture 
ready 


to serve. 
and color. Convenience and 
availability are obvious 

To prevent waste, odd sizes and 
small potatoes can be used. Also such 
culls as cut potatoes injured in digging, 
or abnormal shapes, are usable. 


The “Sweet Potato Production 
Guide” recommends the Unit No. 1 
Porto Rico type as the best presently 
available growth in Florida. This guide 
is Circular 97, Revision A, September, 
1952, the Agricultural Extension Serv 
ice, U. of F., Gainesville. Certain 
other varieties are considered to have 
added advantages such as Heartogold, 
Earlyport (1240), Goldrush and All 
gold. However, they have not shown 
superior yields in field trials. Hearto 
gold might prove useful in canning 
when yields are improved. 


In controlled fertility plots at 
Gainesville, over 200 bushels per acre 
have been obtained. 

The future of sweet potato canning 
in Florida calls for increases in yield 
and careful study of the economics 
involved. At present, the dual-purpose 
sweet potatoes are the only source for 
canning. There remains to be devel 
oped an ideal potato specific for can 
ning in this area. 

Curing for Storage 

Preparation of the part of the crop 
to be used for canning requires care 
in curing which allows for extended 
storage. The

for canning and can be used from 
October to February Freshly dug 
sweet potatoes are harvested from July 
to November in Central Florida, later 
in north Florida and earlier in south 
Florida.

Cutworm Control by 
Baits and Dusts 


Poison baits, dust insecticides and 
spray applications will control cut- 
worms in the garden, Dr. A. N. Tissot, 
entomologist with the University of 
Florida Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tions says. 

He recommends use of poison baits, 
particularly for small home gardens. 
He says prepared containing 
chlordane or toxaphene are available 
at most and 


baits 


seed insecticide stores. 
They will keep indefinitely in a dry 
place. 

The baits are applied by simply scat- 
tering small amounts around the bases 
of plants or along the sides of vege- 
table rows. They are not likely to 
injure plants, even if some of the 
material should stick to the leaves, but 
it isn’t necessary to have any bait on 
the plants themselves. 

Dust or spray applications of DDT,

have a high yielding, long-lived tree. 
Where top-working is to be done it is 
advisable to interplant the old trees 
with young trees as free of disease as 
possible. Lime trees are small by 
nature and can be grown with closer 
spacings than most other commercial 
varieties of citrus. Two of the most 
popular spacings are 15 x 20 and 
18 x 18 feet. 

Diseases—Anthracnose and gum dis 
| eases are the principal diseases attack- 
ling limes in Florida. The controls for 
| these can be found under the disease 
| section for lemons 

Cultural Practices — Cultural prac- 
tices in Dade County have changed 
considerably during the past few 
years. Standard fertilizer formulas for 
most lime growers are 4-7-5 and 
4-8-8, but the applications have 
increased from four times per year, as 
was customary, to the extent that 
many growers are now fertilizing every 
60 days at the rate of 1000 pounds 
per acre, and irrigating every seven to 
fourteen days with 1” to 2” of 
applied water. On the sandy soils of 
the interior the fertilizer and culti 
vation practices now employed for 
orange culture appear to be very satis 
factory for lime production. 

In summary, the future for com- 
mercial lemon plantings for a proces 
sor’s market and additional expansion 
|of the commercial lime plantings look 
promising, provided the growth of 
both industries is made slowly and 
after due deliberation on the part of 
present and prospective growers.

Heavy Production

Egg marketing plays an important part in Chipley's income. Every effort in 
gathering, cooling, cleaning, grading and cartoning is aimed at making these 
eggs live up to their slogan: “Chipley's eggs are always in good taste.’ 


A bout 5 years ago Alfred S. Chipley caught a 
vision of what hens in laying cages could mean 
to him and his family. He discussed the idea with 
Purina Dealer Oscar Corbin at Fort Myers. Cor- 
bin encouraged him to go ahead, and supplied 
basic plans that have been carefully followed. 


Today 1,000 Purina-fed layers in cages and a 
small grove of mangoes provide a comfortable 
living for the Chipley family of seven. 


Soon after graduating from the University of 
Florida, Alfred Chipley became an Air Force 
pilot. At the end of the war Major Chipley went 
to work for an engineering firm. The unpleasant 
factor about his work was that it necessitated 
moving his family frequently from city to city. 


Alfred Chipley had left the “sand patch” farm 
near Bokeelia, Florida, on which he was raised 
because he recognized the limitations of that 
farm in making him a satisfactory living. Now, 
because he saw an opportunity in caged layers 
that had not been there previously, he returned 
to the very farm on which he was raised. 

“We don't have as much money coming in now 
as when Alfred had a salaried job,” laughed Mrs. 
Chipley, “but the dollars we do have buy things 
money couldn't buy for us before. What money 
we do have goes lots farther here, and with our 
big family that’s mighty important.” 

The Chipleys were among the “pioneers” in the 
cage egg business. “My training as an engineer 
probably helped me see the possibilities in the 
new system of poultry management,” Chipley 
stated, “but I had had no previous poultry expe- 
rience. I had no outmoded practices to forget. 
I accepted the Purina Program as a package, and 
followed every phase of it, just the way my Purina 
Dealer advised I should.” 

In their 1,000-cage operation the Chipleys cull 
every week. Any bird failing to lay at least 5 eggs 





in the previous 7 days is immediately removed 
and dressed out for sale at retail. Every 6 weeks 
100 pullet chicks are started in an electric 
brooder. At 5 months of age these pullets are 
ready to take over as replacements for birds 
culled out 


Marketing of eggs is another very important 
phase of the Chipley program. Their slogan, 
“Chipley’s eggs are always in good taste,” is 
backed by their program of egg gathering, cool 
ing, buffing off soil, grading and placing in at- 
tractive cartons. Customers call at the farm for 
about 25% of the egg output, but the Chipleys 
prefer selling through established retailers. They 
keep a list of stores, cafes, drug stores, grills, 
etc., where eggs in cartons or served ready to 
eat are available, and encourage customers to 
patronize these merchants 





“We have many things todcy that money could 
never buy before,” stated Mrs. Chipley as she 
points to a colony of orchids growing from one of 
the big trees in the yard as an example.
